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Aim Not Majority, But State Ben Gurion Tells Commission

JERUSALEM—A clear-cut picture of Zionist aims 
was presented today to the Anglo-American inquiry 
committee by David Ben-Gurion, chairman of the 
Jewish Agency executive, in a two-hour report in 
which he emphasized that Zionist leadership will not 
renounce its claim to the establishment of a Jewish 
commonwealth in Palestine. 

“Our aim,” Ben Gurion said, “is not a majority. 
Our aim is a Jewish state. By a ‘Jewish state’ we 
mean Jewish soil, Jewish labor, a Jewish economy, 
Jewish schools, language and culture. We also mean 
Jewish security. We mean complete independence.” 

As far as the Jews are concerned, the British 
troops can leave Palestine now, the Zionist leader 
told the inquiry committee. “We can take care of 
ourselves,” he explained, adding that “the British 
troops are here for other reasons into which I do 
not want to delve.” 

The Jewish Agency, he continued, has now given 
up its attempts to cooperate with the Palestine Gov- 
ernment to stop political violence. “We cannot do 
it, because it is futile, since the war ended and the 


remnants of European Jewry are still prohibited 
from going to their home in Palestiné,” he declared. 
“Yes, we want to cooperate with the British for the 
future of Palestine, but the question is: ‘Do you want 
to cooperate?’ ” 

Pointing out that he associates himself with Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann in hatred of political violence, Ben 
Gurion said that he could not give any answer to 
the question asked by one of the members of the 
inquiry committee as to whether a point has been 
reached when Jews feel that they have the right to 
take up arms against the “wickedness” of the Pal- 
estine Administration. “I cannot answer this ques- 
tion,” he stated. “it depends on whether the White 
Paper policy, which is condemned by the moral con- 
science of the world, is continued.” 

Wants The Jewish Agency To Control 

Ben Gurion demanded that the Jewish Agency be 
given the right to supervise immigration into Pal- 
estine under the authority of Article II of the Man- 
date, which provides for development of the country 
to its full possibilities for the benefit of all peoples. 


When asked by a member of the inquiry committee 
whether he wants control of immigration taken out 
of the hands of the trustees, if Palestine is placed 
under trusteeship, Ben Gurion replied: 

“It is a diferent name for the same thing—the 
League of Nations becomes the United Nations Or- 
ganization, the Mandate becomes a trusteeship. I 
say we should have control over immigration be- 
cause we can do it better. It is vital for us that 
the Arabs should feel our coming here is not at their 
expense.” 

Referring to Arab-Jewish relations, Ben Gurion de- 
clared: “The conflict between us is most tragic, be- 


‘cause it is a family conflict. But it will not last long. 


We will carry out our work of regeneration. Even 
if obstacles increase, we will continue with our work, 
because it is a matter of life and death. 

“Many of you,” the Zionist leader continued, “pre- 
fer a poor Arab country to a rich Jewish one. This 
does you honor. But history has decreed that we must

Gets Into Hot Water 

Husseini ran into difficulties 
soon after he began his testimony 
when he stated that the Arabs 
in Palestine “find themselves de- 
prived of their chief leader, the 
Grand Mufti, for whom they can- 
not accept any substitute.” 

Questioned by Richard Cross- 
man concerning the Mufti’s col- 
laboration with the Nazis, Hus- 
seini said that the Mufti fled to 
Germany, because it was the only 
place to which he could escape. 
He alleged that the Mufti did not 
help the Germans, but “only 
wanted to get something out of 
them, if they won.” Asked 
whether in view of the Mufti’s 
record, the Palestine Arab Higher 
Committee still felt that he en- 
joyed the confidence of the Arabs, 
Husseini said: “Yes.” 

“IT am unable to understand,” 
Crossman said, “how, if you be- 
lieve in the Four Freedoms, and 
believe in the fight against fasc- 
ism, your leader allied himself 
with fascists; I take it you felt 
\that in the fight against the Zion- 
ists, it would best serve the in- 
terests of the Palestine Arabs to 
ally yourself with either. How 
do you answer the average Eng- 
lishman who says: ‘He who fights 
the common enemy deserves well 
of me; he who stands by idle, or 
even assists him, does not de- 
Serve so well of me’.”

Bill Would Authorize 
New Hebrew College

ALBANY, N. Y.—A bill per- 


mitting the establishment of a 
new Hebrew college in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has been introduced into 
the State Legislature here. The 
college, which would prepare stu- 
dents for teaching Hebrew and 
would advance the study of He- 
brew ideals, tradition and culture, 
would be named for the famous 
medieval Jewish philosopher, 
Moses Maimonides. The bill asks 
authorization for the college to 
grant Bachelor, Master, and Doce- 
tor of Hebrew Literature degrees, 


dorsing the position of its board 
of directors that “established or- 
ganizations can best serve the in- 
terests of European Jewry by 
confirming themselves to their 
own fields of endeavor,” and rec- 
ommending that the HIAS budget 
of $2,100,000 for 1946 be raised 
to $3,000,000. It was also recom- 
mended that negotiations be con- 
tinued with the J.D.C. 

Mr. Telsey and Mr. Bernstein 
told the meeting that the J.D.C. 
had turned down a compromise 
offer for the creation of a new 
agency in which the two groups 
would have equal power by de- 
claring it “must have control.” 
The second incident the two men 
described was when the J.D.C. 
suggested that a new group be 
formed including HIAS, the Na- 
tional Refugee Service and the 
Council of Jewish Women, to 
which the three would turn over 
their emigration work in this 
country. This latter idea HIAS 
rejected.

miniello appeared. 

Terming Smith a “rabble rous- 
er,” and accusing Terminiello of 
“scorching the robes of the Cath- 
olic Church,” Judge Quilici com- 
mented that the police depart- 
ment was imposed upon when 
they were given police escorts to 
and from the meeting. 

Judge Quilici said it appeared 
that the policemen assigned to 
guard the meeting were more 
antagonistic to the pickets than 
the pickets were to them. 

Robert Reed, 22, a University 
of Chicago student, one of those 
freed by Judge Quilici’s ruling, 
testified that he was kicked by 
a policeman while picketing. Reed 
lost his left hand while fighting 
on Leyte. 

Two other University of Chi- 
cago students were among those 
against whom charges were dis- 
missed. They were Thomas M. 
Fitzpatrick, 28, and John Day, 21. 
Fitzpatrick, a divinity student, 
testified that he could not tolerate 
Terminiello’s anti-Jewish and anti- 
Negro propaganda. 

Three other defendants, accused 
of carrying stench bombs, were 
granted continuances until April 
18. 

Tension was so great in the 
courtroom that one of the spec- 
tators suffered a fainting spell; 
and at one point Judge Quilici 
threatened to clear the room be- 
cause of a vocal outburst that 
followed one of his rulings.

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Does Not Demand State Now, Wants Peace With Arabs! 
Dr. Weizmann Declares in Testimony Before Inquiry Body

JERUSALEM—Dr. Chaim Weizmann came before the Anglo-American Com- 


ittee of Inquiry on Palesiine, as it opened he arings here, and in a calm, but im- 
passioned four-and-a-half hour statement pleaded with them to allow the building 
of a Jewish homeland in Palestine. 

The high points of Dr. Weizmann’s testimony, which was frequently inter- 
rupted by questions from the visibly interested committee members, were: 

1. Although he favors the eventual establishment of a Jewish state in 
Palestine, when the Jews are in a majority, he does not demand the establish- 
ment of such a state immediately, but wants maximum Jewish immigration. 

2. He is not interested in the “trappings” of a Jewish state, but wants 
“state power” for Jews to develop the country, and the immediate abolition 
of the White Paper. 

3. He wants peace with the Arabs and is willing to meet with them at any 
time to discuss the future of the country. 

4. He does not believe that there is any future in Europe for most of that 
continent’s Jews. 

5. He revealed that Winston Churchill, when Prime Minister, promised 
that when the war ended, he would try to convince the U, S. Government to 
go along with Zionist aspirations. 

6. He is “profoundly opposed” to violence and would do everything in his 
power to curb it. 

The hearings opened to the grinding of newsreel cameras, as tanks and radio 
cars toured the streets outside the places where the hearings are being held and 
the committee members are quartered. The security measures are so rigid that not 
even the committee personnel can leave the King David Hotel, where they are 
staying, without previously informing the guards of where they plan to go, and 
accepting the company of picked bodyguards. 

Correspondents were searched for arms as they entered the YMCA building 
where the hearings are going on, and police with their fingers on the triggers 
of tommyguns surrounded the building. The large rectangular hearing room in 
the $1,000,000 YMCA building was jammed. Ninety correspondents filled eight 
rows and Jewish and Arab witnesses were in the first two, although carefully 
separated by the central aisle. 

“Objective As Possible For Man In My Position” 

Dr. Weizmann took the stand. He was welcomed by British co-chairman Sir 
John Singleton, on behalf of the entire committee. Declaring that he was aware 
of the tremendous responsibility involved, Dr. Weizmann said that “I will be as 
objective as possible for a man in my position.” He then launched upon a careful 
analysis of the change in the numerical disposition of world Jewry, which, he said, 
was homeless long before Hitler. 

“One of the fundamental causes of anti-Semitism,” the world Zionist leader 
said, “is the fact that Jews exist, and the growth of anti-Semitism is proportionate 
to the number of Jews per square kilometer. We carry the germs of anti-Semitism 
in our knapsack. We are told that we are the ‘salt of the earth.’ But this is a 
left-handed compliment, because too much salt means that both the dish and the 
salt are discarded. 

“Here is a group of people who have lost all the attributes of a nation, but still 
it has maintained its existence as a ghost nation, stalking the arena of history, 
maintained it for thousands of years. It is a belief in a mystical force, our con- 
viction of a return to Israel, which has kept us alive. 

“Of the 1,250,000 Jews remaining in Europe,” Dr. Weizmann said, “sixty per 
cent wish to leave, and this is a most conservative estimate. The prospect before 
them, of living amid the tombstones of the past, is too much. They must go.” 
Jews Could Become Hostages of Arab Majority 

Concerning the Arabs, Dr. Weizmann stressed that “I do not want to charge 
the Arabs with illiterate anti-Semitism. That would be unjust. But listening to 
their leaders speaking in the heat of polemics, one feels a bit uneasy. The pogroms 
in Bagdad, Tripoli and even Cairo make one feel that Jews may some day become 
hostages in the hands of the Arab majority. The Moslem world has treated Jews 
with considerable tolerance. Jews should never forget this. But there is no use 
in blinking at the fact that these great human traditions are on the wane under the 
pressure of growing nationalism.” 

Dr. Weizmann invited the committee to tour Palestine, and “see the life, 
energy and vitality which has flowered in this earth.” The Jews of Europe, he 
continued, want to go only to Palestine, and only Palestine is willing to accept 
them. He asserted that the country can absorb double and triple its present 
population and added that he still has not given up hope of an agreement with 
the Arabs. 

“My brain reels,” Dr. Weizmann said, “when I think of the 6,000,000 Jews who 
were killed off in such a short time, and nothing has been done to prevent a repeti- 
tion.” His voice rising and his fist pounding the table, he declared passionately: 

“We are an ancient people. We have contributed to the world. We have suf- 
fered. We have a right to live—a right to survive under normal condition. We are 
as good as anyone else, and as bad as anyone else.” 

A country’s absorptivity, Dr. Weizmann stated, “does not grow on trees or in 
the streets. It must be developed, and developed by those to whom it’s a a matter 
of life and death. We have the vital raw materials—the nature of our people.” 
Replying to the charge that the Jews took over the best land in Palestine, Weiz- 
mann said that marsh and stones had become “the best land,” because it was built 
up by the Jews. 

Recalling that he personally negotiated the issuance of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, the yeneraite Sonia jeader ane: na! nave seen it watttled down. I have al- 





ways been an adherent of gradualness, and I was turned out of office for foyp 
years, because I would not fix a goal. I felt that as long as Jews enter the nationg 
home, a Jewish state would automatically develop. I was imbued withthe British 
mentality, which does not cross bridges until it comes to them. 

“But since 1931 the situation has changed. First, there was the whittling dow 
of the Mandate, which culminated in the White Paper, which definitely formy 
lated a final solution, declaring that Jews must until the end of time remain 4 
one-third minority in Palestine. Second, there was the Jewish tragedy. The prob 
lem became one of survival. Therefore, I wrote an article in 1942 advocating q 
Jewish State.” 

Weizmann asked the committee to follow a line of “least injustice.” He pointeg 
out that the Arabs had emerged from the war with two kingdoms, four republics § 
six seats in the UNO and one seat in the UNO’s Security Council, adding that “T dy J 
not know whether this is commensurate with their efforts in the war. What is the 3 
number of their casualties? What have they suffered? He said that the Araby 
cannot suffer economically, culturally or religiously from what the Jews ask, anj 
reiterated his willingness to “extend our hand” at any time to the Arabs to dig | 
cuss the Palestine problem ¢ 

To a question by James MacDonald, Weizmann said that while he felt that 
President Truman’s request for the admission of 100,000 Jews to Pale stine im 
mediately was “not unreasonable,” he would be agreeable, if a “certain number of 
the 100,000” were admitted “to see how it works out.” 

Development Only Possible With State Powers " 

He was equally moderate in answering a query by American co-chairman Jog F 
eph C. Hutcheson concerning a Jewish state, declaring that “I am not interested iy 
the trappings of a Jewish state. I am interested only in the development Of the 
country to its fullest extent, which is only possible if we have state powers.” 

Hutcheson then said: “I’ll ask you two questions—First, you ask support for 
a Jewish state on two grounds: that thereby, and only thereby, can be accom 
plished the purpose of permitting full immigration and that if only you could 
establish a Jewish state in little Palestine, or a little Jewish state in Palesting 
you will bring about some strange metamorphosis among the people of the world 
whereby anti-Semitism will vanish. I would like to ask how establishment of a/ 
Jewish state will benefit the citizens of Jewish faith in my country, and how % : 
will eliminate anti-Semitism so that they could live—as I thought they did, but” 3 
as you say they don’t—safely and securely?” 

After a fifteen-minute reply by Weizmann concerning the psychological post | 
tion of the Jew in most countries, Hutcheson interrupted to say that Weizmana a 
had misunderstood his question, and said: “I am asking how establishment of a) 
Jewish state will eliminate from these strange people among whom you are living ' 
this psychological cruelty of anti-Semitism.” 

Weizmann replied: “We appear to the Gentiles to be a peculiar people, -_ 
pcuded between heaven and earth. This produces a problem. The Jew must ex 4 
plain himself, and everyone who must explain himself is condemned beforehand 4 
As soon as there is trouble—economic or otherwise—we are suspected.” He thea 
analyzed the changing position of world Jewry in the years 1880 to 1914 and w 
to day, and pointec out that 60 per cent of the world’s Jews live in Anglo-Saxon 
countries: 

Frank Crossman asked Weizmann if he did not think that taking the Jews out 
of Europe would be an acceptance of anti-Semitism and acceptance of the idea that 
European democracy is finished. Weizmann replied that he would not force anyone 
to go, and that “all it would mean is that Europe is sick, and the presence of Jews 
might not only prevent the curing of its sickness, but acerbate it.” 

Answers “No” to Question Whether He Wants Jewish State Now 

Bartley Crum asked whether he believed that a Jewish state should be estab 
lished now. Weizmann said: 

“No. What I want is the abolition of the White Paper and the beginning of 
immigration and settlement. I want to bring in a maximum number of European 
Jews during a transitional period, eventually leading to a Jewish state, after a 
Jewish majority has been realized.” 

MacDonald asked Weizmann to comment on the fact that some of the mem 
bers of the committee had gotten the impression that the young Jewish leaders ia 
the camps in Germany feel a “sort of fascist superiority,” and, he said, it had been” 
suggested that the Jewish Agency was somehow responsible. 

Weizmann replied: “I astonished as to be almost speechless. I can see — 
that these youths are bitter, and can see that they say that they want to go to ~ 
Palestine and will not be stopped, but that is not fascism. I utterly repudiate and — 
the Agency repudiates and does not give support to any theory of the ‘ubermensch’" ; 

He said that he was strongly opposed to political violence and that “whatever _ 
my power to stop it—and I do not know whether I can—I will do it, not condoning i 
what is being done, but understanding why people are driven to it.” 4 

Crum asked Weizmann to confirm the conversation concerning Palestine he 7 
is reported to have had with then Prime Minister Churchill before the end of the 
war. Weizmann said: ; 

“It was the Saturday before the assassination of Lord Moyne. The substance 
of the conversation was that Churchill said that he would like to bite into the 
Palestine problem and, together with President Roosevelt, find a way out. I under 
stood that his mind was veering around to something such as partition. He said 
that as soon as the war with Germany was over, he would tackle the problem § 
with whoever was in power there at that time, and try to persuade them to agree | 
to what he wanted. I felt for the first time in my life that I had seen something © 
of a glimmer of light at the end of the tunnel.” %

that the Arabs allege that they 
fear the influence of Jews outside 
the country, but, at the same 
time, they threaten that such a 
state will have to be defended by 
British bayonets, or it will be de- 
stroyed by the Arabs. 


“Both the fear and the threat 
are without foundation,” the 
Zionist leader said, “for we will 
take care of ourselves and cer- 
tainly we will not trample on 
forty million Arabs in the Middle 
East. But whatever the case, we 
are not affected by threats and 
fears. And I tell you, gentlemen, 


that just as thousands of English- 
men would die rather than give 
up their country, so there are 
hundreds of thousands of Jews in 
this country and others who will 
give up their lives, if necessary, 
for Zion. We will not renounce 
Zion as we did not renounce Jew- 
ishness, whatever the price. We 
will not renounce the Jewish 
Commonwealth.”

PRAGUE—David Guzik, direc- 
tor of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee in Poland, and Gertrude 
D. Pinsky, director of the J. D. 
C. for the Netherlands, were 
killed this week in a plane crash 
at the Prague airfield, it was an- 
nounced here. Guzik was en route 
from Paris to Warsaw. Miss Pin- 
sky was flying to Prague on a 
special mission to bring relief to 
Czechoslovakian Jews. 


Mr. Guzik, 55 years old, was 
the only one of three J. D. C. di- 
rectors in Poland to escape death 
at the hands of the Nazis. He 
carried out an heroic’ under- 
ground relief program during the 
years of Nazi occupation. All 
members of his family were 
killed by the Nazis, with the ex- 
ception of one son who escaped 
and found haven in Palestine.

NEW YORK—In a letter to the 
principal broadacsting networks 
and commentators, as well as to 
news editors, the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League characterized 
use of such phrases as “Jewish 
terrorists” in connection with 


news reporting of current dis-

4 Jews Pulled From Bus

WARSAW—While the almost 


entire Jewish population of Lub- 
lin was attending the funeral of 
two Jews who had been killed by 
fascist gangs, Polish terrorists 
and anti-Semites ransacked Jew- 
ish homes, breaking furniture, 
smashing windows and looting 
personal property. One Jewish 
woman was seriously injured. 

At Cracow an impressive fu- 
neral service was held for four 
orthodox Jews who had been 
dragged from a bus on the Lodz- 
Cracow road. The four Jews were 
on the way to a Mizrachi confer- 
ence that was scheduled to open 
at Cracow, with Heshel Frabstein, 
world Mizrachi leader who had 
come to Poland from Palestine, as 
one of the principal speakers.

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Discrimination Against Jews Spreading To Smaller Schools, Seminar Decides

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—The most vicious forms 
of discrimination against students are in those 
schools where racial or religious tags were dropped 
from the application blanks, declared Dr. Dan W. 
Dodson, executive director of the Mayor’s Commit- 
tee on Unity of New York City. This was confirmed 
in private interviews with deans and professors, he 
continued. As long as schools want to discriminate 
the banning of racial, religious, and nationality tags 
on application forms cannot help overcome this vic- 
ious practice. 


Dr. Dodson participated in a seminar discussion 
along with Dr. Abram L. Sachar, National Director 
of Hillel Foundations and Youth Organizations of 
the B’nai B’rith, under the auspices of the Philadel- 
phia Jewish Community Relations Council with Abra- 
ham L. Freeman, JCRC president, presiding. 


The study recently completed in New York by 
Dodson’s committee verified the figures given by 
Frank Kingdon in a recent magazine article on dis- 
crimination in the nation’s medical schools, Dodson 
said. In medical schools the phrase “a highly selec- 
tive system” is substituted for the term “quota.” 
Discrimination is not only practiced against Jews 
but against Italians and Negroes as well. The pop- 
ular excuse given for the discrimination against Ital- 
ians is that they do not have the cultural background 
most desired for professional work. To keep out 
Negroes the schools have devised a series of special 
tests, Dodson revealed. 


DODSON CHARGED that the fault lies in our 
whole system of higher education which is at least a 
hundred years behind the times. All schools of higher 
education are based on a caste system with the result 
that schools set up quotas to keep the fashionable 
and keep out the less desirable students. New York 
only rates number 2 among all states in the union 
providing facilities for higher education for its stu- 
dents. New York State spends less per capita than 
any other state in the union in providing higher edu- 
cation facilities. 

A common practice of New York schools is the 
setting up of “national quotas” by which some 
schools require 50% of their students to come from 
outside of New York City. This method is effective 
in keeping out a large percentage of nationality 
groups, particularly Jews. 

THE FLOOD OF DISCRIMINATION is now 
spreading to dental. and law schools, asserted Dr. 
Abram L. Sachar. Even the smaller schools, the so- 
called third rate institutions, are joining up with 
class colleges in using all sorts of devices and in- 
strumentalities to keep out Jews. One school has 
taken advantage of the critical housing situation to- 
day to use as an excuse, refusing to take out of 
state students in, unless they have a place to live. 

Discrimination has reached such a stage, Sachar 
declared, that it has now become popular for the 
schools to discriminate, some deans even bragging 
about it. 

The fight against discrimination here is handi- 


capped because it is not as dramatic as that in Eu- 
rope where ghetto benches are set up for Jewish 
students, he said. 

“The argument that an over proportion of Jewish 
students at a college creates anti-Semitism is so much 
bunk,” Sachar continued. “You can’t link proportion 
of population with choice of a career. A lot of Jews 
want to be doctors, so what’s the crime? Since when 
was medicine anti-social? 99% of the opera singers 
are Italian and 98% of the New York policemen are 
Irish Catholics. What business do they have to mo- 
nopolize these callings?” 

Jews are forced to seek individualistic callings 
(professions) rather than a corporate calling (busi- 
ness) because of economic and job discrimination 
against them throughout their history, Sachar ex- 
plained. Because of prejudice, other fields are closed, 
and now they want to limit the field of opportunity 
still more. 

AN ARGUMENT still advanced, that had some 
basis years ago, that Jewish doctors refused to prac- 
tice in small towns is no longer true. Because of 
the increase in fast travel facilities Jews do practice 
in small towns and need not be excluded from a 
social life which in a small town usually revolves 
around the church, the Jew feeling an outcast. 

Only ability, only the record must be the basis 
for admission to college. Dr. Sachar urged the set- 
ting up of a Jewish university, with doors open to 
all races, religions and nationalities as a means of 
providing additional educational opportunities. 





Synagogue Weakest 
Institution in Jewry

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — The 


weakest institution in Jewish life 
today is the synagogue, declared 
Rabbi Joseph Klein in a panel 
discussion here of the Philadel- 
phia Jewish community. He said 
that the relation between the 
synagogue, which at one time 
was the strongest institution, and 
the community must be restored. 

Rabbi Klein said that in his 
Jewish community of the future 
every individual Jew would be- 
long to the community, with the 
payment possibly of a small dues 
fee. 

Although the panel discussion 
was widely advertised, only a 
hundred people manifested 
enough interest to attend.

mission on European Jewish Cul- 
tural Reconstruction, who this 
summer will head a six-man team 
to go to Europe in an attempt to 
locate the books. They will be 
joined in their task by groups 
from England and Palestine. 

The catalogue, prepared after 
ten months of work by a staff of 
scholars, literary experts, and re. 
search workers, also lists 273 of 
the more important collections of 
Jewish books and art pieces in 
non-Jewish institutions, which 


were stolen by the Nazis.

the attention of the Jewish community of the United States to the 
eonflict.

This letter is written on behalf of the Joint Zionist Council of 
San Francisco, representing the several Zionist organizations in 
San Francisco listed below. It is written, after careful consideration 
and discussion, to protest your letter of February 26, 1946, to the 
British Consul in which you wrote: 

“Interested as our organization is primarily in Jewish 
public relations in San Francisco, we desire to express 
to you our disapproval of such picketing when engaged 
in for political purposes.

That communication is deeply resented by us, as it must be by 
every self-respecting American, Jew or non-Jew.

They brought forcefully to the at- 
tention of the public here the plight of the suffering Jews of Europe 
and the injustice of Britain’s Palestine policy. Similar demonstra- 
tions have been held in other communities throughout the nation, 
by those who feel deeply the great wrong that has been done and 
is being done to the Jewish people. 

By what right do you act to nullify this effort in San Fran- 
eisco?

A Statement By the Jewish Survey B’nai B’rith 
Community Committee 

The Jewish Survey and B’nai B’rith Community Committee has 
received a letter from the Joint Zionist Council of San Francisco 
which advises that it is releasing its letter to the American Jewish 
press. Therefore, the Jewish Survey and B’nai B’rith Community 
Committee makes this statement as to the reasons underlying the 
mailing of the letter to the British Consul General in San Francisco, 
a portion of which letter is set forth in the letter from the Joint 
Zionist Concil. 

The Jewish Survey and B’nai B’rith Community Committee had 
called to its attention the fact that a group sponsoring a mass 
meeting for Palestine in San Francisco proposed to picket the Brit- 
ish Consul General. It was the unanimous opinion of a meeting of 
this committee that such picketing would not constitute good public 
relations for the Jewish Community of San Francisco. 

In making this decision the committee recognized that the 
American public does not accept mass picketing as a proper means 
of communicating expression in anything other than labor disputes. 

Our committee also recognized that mass picketing by a group 
of Jews in the San Francisco financial district would subject Jews 
in general in this community to unwarranted and false accusations 
difficult to displace from people’s minds. The committee knew that 
picketing could not accomplish anything to advance the Palestine 
position worth any disturbance of our community relations. 

The committee also was aware of the fact that in a codification 
of international law, a group of the most eminent jurists, lawyers 
and other authorities on international law including the late Judge 
Benjamin Cardoza had approved a statement that it was the duty 
of a country to protect the consulates of foreign countries against 
so-called picketing, recognizing that this was an act tending to dis- 
turb the peace and dignity of the consulate. A country is required 
to protect the premises of a foreign consulate against crowds or 
mobs collected in the vicinity of the premises for the purpose of 
expressing disapprobation of the acts of the foreign state. 

The committee also was aware that the United States govern- 
ment had enacted legislation prohibiting the display of signs or 
banners before any embassy or consulate in the District of Columbia, 
that being the only area for which it could so legislate. 

Secretary Hull, in supporting such legislation, said: 

“If we are to obtain for our representatives from foreign coun- 
tries that degree of protection to which they are entitled, we should 
te in a position to show a like consideration for representatives of 
other governments in the country. ... By the comity of nations 
representatives of foreign governments in countries, where law and 
order are supposed to prevail, are entitled to freedom from any at- 
tempted intimidation or coercion.” 

This means clearly that the picketing of foreign consulates for 
political purposes is against the policy of the United States; that 
such picketing may give rise to international incidents having un- 
happy repercussions and that it ill becomes Jews to be the creators 
of any such unhappy international relations frowned upon as they 
are by international law. 

The committee called upon the chairman of the Demonstration 
for Palestine Committee, Mr. Sidney Rudy, and requested that as 
a matter of good public relations in this country he ask his group 
not to picket the British Consul General. Mr. Rudy stated that he 
would take it up with his group, but did not further communicate 
with the Survey Committee. 

The consulate was subjected to mass picketing. The newspapers 
subsequently carried articles setting forth that the consulate had 
been picketed by pro-Jewish groups and that a committee consisting 
of the following pickets—Rabbi Elliot Burstein, Sidney Rudy, David 
Jenkins, Maurice Shecter and Herman Quittman—had presented a 
petition to the British Consul General on behalf of the Palestine 
situation. , 

A special meeting of the Jewish Survey and B’nai B’rith Com- 
munity Committee has worked far too many years in this com- 
munity to have the group now addressing it question its right to 
speak for the San Francisco Jewish community. The committee is 
perfectly willing to let the Jews of San Francisco judge whether 
it and its members are representative of the community. 

The statement that this demonstration was an exercise of the 
right of free speech and assembly is best answered by the declara- 
tion of the federal court which upheld the statute of the United 
States forbidding such demonstrations and stated that there was no 
substance to such contention. 

The Survey Committee sees no need of replying to the abusive 
statements in the letter. We again affirm that any such picketing 
is bad public relations for the Jewish community of San Francisco 
and that those who indulge in the same injure the interests of all 
Jews. 

A picketing of a United States embassy or consulate by na- 
tionals of a foreign country abroad would cause universal resent- 
ment against the picketers. We can see no difference between such 
action and the like picketing of the consulate of a foreign nation 
in this city by Americans.

Stabbed by Hoodlums, 
Jewish Boy Badly Hurt

NEW YORK—Irwin Berman, a 
Brooklyn Jewish boy, is in a seri- 
ous condition in the Israel Zion 
Hospital after having been 
stabbed by a gang of hoodlums. 

Although the incident took 
place on March 5, there was no 
made until this 
week, when it was announced that 
detectives assigned to investigate 
the case had arrested five youths. 
Mrs. Berman, the injured boy’s 
mother, told reporters that this 
was not the first attack on Jew- 
ish boys in the neighborhood, that 
the attacks have been occurring 
for the past seven months and 
that they gave all evidence of 
an anti-Semitic movement. Mrs. 
Berman could not, however, ex- 
plain the delay in making the in- 
cident public. 

Irwin and two of his friends, 
Morris Goldstein and Arthur Lev- 
inson, were attacked as they were 
leaving the Jewish Community 
House, where they were enjoy- 
ing gymnasium and other recrea- 
tional facilities. As the Jewish 
boys reached Eighty-second street, 
several blocks away from the cen- 
ter, they encountered a group of 
about twenty hoodlums who be- 
ban taunting them about their re- 
ligion and pelting them with 
stones. 

Morris and Arthur fled. But Ir- 
win was cornered as he entered 
the foyer of a large apartment 
house, where he. hoped to find 
shelter. Five of the boys, now 
under arrest, pounced upon Ir- 
win, abusing him and stabbing 
him repeatedly with a penknife, 
puncturing his lung. The hood- 
lums ran away when a tenant re- 
sponded to Irwin’s cry for help. 

When he returned home, his 
mother realized he was badly 
hurt. She called in her family 
physician, Dr. Joseph Zigman. At 
midnight he collapsed and was 
sent by the physician to Israel 
Zion Hospital, where X-rays 
showed the wounds to be serious. 
He has been given several blood 
transfusions and penicillin injec- 
tions, but his condition is still 
serious.

I had a visitor at my desk. The lady showed

I SAID IT WAS ALL RIGHT to be born a 
Jew. As a born Jew you can have pride despite 
everything that might befall. You were the 
legitimate heir of a long line of people who 
suffered and held their heads high and kept the 
faith.

You 
say, Oh, this is nothing new in my life. My 
great-great ancestor had to take the same 
thing.

You know what Zombies are, don’t you? They 
are walking dead men without a gleam of their 
inheritance in their eyes.” 

But, I asked the lady, what would she have to 
keep her brave if she became Jewish by the 
synthetic process of conversion? As a Jewish 
woman she might be pushed around without 
any of the moral satisfactions of those whose 
inheritance is Jewish. 

Would she understand with the understand- 
ing that gives spiritual courage to some people 
who were born Jewish. They proudly carry 
their inheritance. “Just why do you want to be 
Jewish?” 

She replied that one reason was that she 
was born German. As one who was born Ger- 
man she desired to make a retributive gesture 
of fellowship.

SHE SAID there was another reason why she 
desired to be Jewish. She knew many Jews who 
were decent people.

She had 
been reading me in the secular press of our 
city and could feel sure that whatever of dec- 
ency and social righteousness she found there 
in me was the outgiving of Jewish teaching. 

I should have blushed- modestly at this but 
then I thought maybe it’s quite true that what- 
ever is decent in me, whatever is compassionate 
and courageous for justice has to do with my 
Jewish teaching. I said thank you to her. 

“And so you are determined to be Jewish?” 
I asked. 

Yes, she replied, she had made up her mind 
and would I pease send her to the right party. 

Well, one of our local rabbis recently had 
taken five young Christian women into the 
Jewish faith. From what I had observed of the 
teaching he gave them he knew how to present 
Judaism to people who wanted to be converted.

Why it is customary to eat 
“Haman-Tashen” on Purim? 

ANSWER—It is not uncom- 
mon to find Jewish custom in- 
stituting certain foods for special 
occasions. As far as the “Haman- 
Tashen” are concerned there is 
a variety of opinions. The “Ha- 
man-Tash” is usually a baked 
delicacy which consists of dough 
filled with poppy seeds. The 
poppy seeds are usually said to 
symbolize the modesty of Esther 
in the court of the King. During 
her first days before her elec- 
tion as queen, Esther is said to 
have eaten poppy seeds to hinder 
the possibilities of the King 
choosing her. The dough is us- 
ually three-cornered in shape. 
This is said to represent the hat 
that Haman wore. Others find 
in it the symbol of the three 
patriarchs, Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob. Others connect it with the 
three-fold blessing. 


The name “Haman-Tash” is 
sometimes said to come from the 
junction of two words, “Haman,” 
the name of the villain in the 


story of Purim, and “Tash” the 
verb meaning to crumble, de- 
stroy of weaken. The baked deli- 
cacy would then symbolize the 
destruction of Haman by virtue 
of its name as well as the se- 
cret of the Jew’s success, the 
modesty of Esther and the inheri- 
tance of the patriarchs. Many 
claim that the word “Haman- 
Tash” is a corruption of the 
Jewish words “mon” meaning 
poppy seeds and “tosh” meaning 
a pocket or container. The com- 
bination of these two words 
would actually mean “a _ con-

A Creative Profession 

NNOUNCEMENT that Bernard Postal has left the B’nai B’rith 
A and now becomes national director of public information for 
the Jewish Welfare Board provides suitable occasion for a brief 
discussion of the role of the publicity man in Jewish life. They may 
pe called directors of information, or public relations experts, but 
there was a time when they were known merely as publicity agents. 

The importance attaching to their work in this publicity-con- 
scious age can not be exaggerated. Postal is one of the best men 
ir, the field, and it is largely due to his efforts, to a degree little 
realized by the uninformed public, that the B’nai B’rith has in recent 
years been popularized as an active, progressive anc democratic 
organization. 

Despite its magnificent war-time record, the Jewish Welfare 
Board on the other hand, has had difficult sledding with a critical 
public, and this column has had frequent occasion to lash out at 
its policies. With Postal in charge of “public information” we may 
expect a marked if gradual change. For the publicity man is 
charged with the responsibility not only of recording and publiciz- 
ing an organization’s work, but also with creating projects, and 
helping to formulate program and philosophy to an extent cal- 
culated to win public approval and support. Watch for a change in 
the Jewish Welfare Board’s attitude after April 1, and remember 
that Bernard Postal is now associated with that body.

THERE ARE OTHER GOOD MEN in the field, and as may be 
gathered from these few remarks, the job requires not merely a 
mastery of the techniques of publicity, but a genuine creative flair as 
well. It would be telling secrets out of school to reveal the exact 
names, but some public relations men have long been the alter egos 
of certain prominent Jewish personalities. The latter, busily in- 
volved in their multitudinous pursuits, private and public, have little 


time to devote to such tasks as the writing of articles or the pre-’ 


paring of speeches. Such duties fall upon the shoulders of the 
P. R. men, who, within the general framework of the accepted point 
of view, phrase the sentences and express the thoughts of many of 
the leaders in Israel. These are responsible and important func- 
tions, requiring considerable talent, and hence many of the men 
concerned are among the most capable and talented servants, de- 
voting themselves fully to Jewish causes on a professional basis. 

To be sure, there are some hacks who contribute nothing, and 
merely act as liaisons between the mimeograph and the city desk, 
but their existence should not detract from the value of these un- 
recognized personalities. 

*” * * 

HENRY MONTOR, the brilliant and talented executive of the 
U. P. A. and the U. J. A., is one of the few public relations men who 
have risen above the more-or-less anonymity of the profession and 
have emerged as full-fledged leaders in their own right 

Ernest Barbarash, for more than twenty years the hardest 
working, most loyal and conscientious member of the Z. O. A. staff 
—and the least known—has only within the past four or five years 
come out of obscurity, and obtained a measure of recognition for 
his magnificent job of handling the national Zionist publicity pro- 
gram. When last I heard of Henry W. Levy, the American Jewish 
Committee was enjoying his services, though naturally Hank oper- 
ates under a handicap there. If the Jewish National Fund continues 
a popular favorite, some share of the credit is due to William Z. 
Spiegelman. 

And though Al Segal doesn’t enjoy the approval of all readers 
of the Jewish Post, his handling of the publicity program in connec- 
tion with the Hebrew Union College anniversary was a credit to 
an otherwise badly bungled and unprofessionally conducted publicity 
campaign by the Reform groups generally. 


THERE ARE MANY worthy institutions and agencies in Ameri- 
can Jewish life which fail to understand why they are not receiving 
the recognition and support they feel to be their due. The answer 
lies in their lack of creative public relations men—men (or women) 
who will do more than supervise the mimeographing of speeches, 
and the sealing of envelopes. 

The public relations expert is more, even, than a salesman or 
advertiser, He is an “idea” man, a spur to the officers, a stimulus 
to lagging program, a creator of literature, a translator of ideas 
into action. Louis Lipsky in his hey-day, for all his other faults, was 
the greatest of American Zionist publicists. 

And there is as much need for new, fresh, young talent in this 
field, as there is in many other areas of organized Jewish life.

More than half a million pounds of food, cloth- 
ing, medicines and comfort items have already 
been collected in the S. O. S. campaign, it 
was disclosed. 


Mrs. Rosenberg described her visit to the 
Nordhausen concentration camp in Germany 


one of the little metal cases to a ragged ageless 
woman who held the lipstick tenderly in hands 
caked with dirt. “The look that came over her 
face cannot be described, nor could it be under- 
stood in America,” she added. 

“The lipstick was nothing, yet to this woman 
it was everything. It was the first thing she 
had owned in years.

Now she had 
something that was her own again. 

“IT had two lipsticks. I gave them to two 
women,” she said. “And I gave everything 
else I had in my purse—a comb, a compact, a 
few sheets of paper, some pencils, my mirror 
. .. the simple little everyday articles we take 
for granted here.” 








F you’re in the mood for baking a cake, you'll really enjoy making 

one that requires very little mixing, creaming, fussing. Here are 
a couple of cakes that can be whipped up in a jiffy and never betray 
that fact to the most discriminating guest. 


Cherry Cake 

1% cups sugar, 2 cups sifted cake flour, 3 teaspoons baking 
powder (tartrate), 1 teaspoon salt, 3 egg whites, 20 maraschino 
cherries, drained well, '2 cup vegetable shortening, % cup milk, 
1 teaspoon almond extract, 1 teaspoon lemon juice or % teaspoon 
lemon extract. 
Sift together flour, sugar, baking powder and sait. Use a large 
mixing bowl. Add the shortening and cut in with the edge of the 
spoon. Add the liquids—milk and flavoring—and beat about 200 
strokes. Add the egg whites and beat another 200 strokes. Cut the 
drained cherries into tiny bits, reserving 4 or 5 to cut into halves for 
decorating the top of cake when frosted. Add the cut cherries and 
mix to blend thoroughly. Turn the cake batter into two well greased 
cake pans, round or square 8-inch size, and bake 30 minutes at 350 
degrees F, When the cake is cool, put together with the following 
frosting: 


Frosting 

1 egg white, 2 tablespoons sugar, 12 cup corn syrup, % teaspoon 
cream of tartar, 42 teaspoon vanilla, '; teaspoon almond extract, red 
coloring to desired tint or use maraschino syrup. 
Beat the first four ingredients in the top of double boiler, over boil- 
ing water and using a rotary beaier about seven minutes or till the 
mixture holds a peak. Remove from fire and add the flavoring and 
coloring. Beat until cool and thick enough to spread. Put the cake 
together with a thin layer of the frosting, then cover top and sides. 
Decorate with halves of cherries. 


Tomato Soup Cake 

8 tablespoons butter, 1 cup sugar, 1 can tomato soup, % can cold 
water, 1 teaspoon baking soda, 2 cups sifted flour, 2 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, 1 teaspoon each cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves, 1 cup seed- 
ed raisins, cut fine, or 12 cup each seedless raisins and chopped nuts, 
Cream butter and sugar. Add tomato soup diluted with cold water 
in which the baking soda has been dissolved Sift together flour 
and baking powder, add spices and sift again. Stir raisins and nuts 
into the dry mixture and then combine with the liquid mixture, 
stirring till smoothly blended. Turn into a greased cake pan and 
bake 45 minutes at 350 degrees F. Test by inserting toothpick in 
center of cake. If dry, remove cake from pan onto a cake rack. 
Cool away from draughts. This cake is at its best when it is two 
ov three days old. Just before serving, frost top and sides with your 
favorite frosting. 
Or, cover with Cream Cheese Frosting made as follows: 

Blend 42 pound cream cheese with 1% cup confectioners sugar 
and 1 teaspoon vanilla till smooth. Caution: Cream Cheese Frosting 
does not keep. Use only if the cake is to be eaten at once. 


Hot Water Sponge Cake 


1 cup sifted cake flour, 142 teaspoons baking powder, % tea. 
spoons salt, 2 eggs, 1’2 tablespoons lemon juice and grated rind, 
1 cup sugar, 6 tablespoons hot water. 

Sift together flour, baking powder and salt three times. Beat yolks, 


add lemon juice and grated rind and beat till thick, adding hot 
water slowly. Beat whites stiff but not dry, folding a little sugar 
at a time while beating. Fold in yolk mixture and sift a little of 
the dry ingredients over the top. Fold in carefully, add more dry 
mixture and fold in, repeating till all the flour mixture is blended 
in smoothly. Turn into an ungreased cake pan of the tube variety 
and bake one hour at 350 degrees F. Remove from oven and invert 
over a cake rack, Let stand one hour before removing cake from pan.

NEW YORK—Walter Winchell, whose business is probing into 


the personal lives of others, guards his own private life with as 
much zeal as he tracks and cracks down intimate gossip and 
political intrigue for his seven million newspaper readers and 
20 million radio listeners. His New York apartment is “harder to 


get into than the U. S. mint,” and 
is even more inaccessible. It is 
protected by iron bars and in- 
visible light rays connected to 
his 16-acre estate in the country

A self-styled ‘“informaniac,” 
Winchell was “blessed-evented” 
in New York City on April 7, 1897. 
In elementary school, Walter 
worked at New York’s old Imper- 
ial theatre with a couple of well- 
known pals, George Jessel and 
Eddie Cantor. The “Imperial 


Trio” collected tickets, ushered, 
and sang songs during intermis- 
sion, and broke into the vaude- 
ville circuit when Gus Edwards 
signed them in 1910. Winchell en- 
listed in the Navy in 1917, after- 
wards returned to vaudeville. 

In 1919 he began writing bits of 
theater gossip for a west coast 
vaudeville paper, then went to the 
Vaudeville News in 1922 with no 
regrets at leaving the theater. 
The old New York Evening 
Graphic hired him in 1924 at $100 
a week to start. Winchell built up 
quite a following with his Broad- 
way chatter, joined the New York 
Daily Mirror in 1929. His col- 
umn now is syndicated by King 
Features Syndicate; runs in 170 
daily papers. 

Winchell used to make nightly 
tours of Broadway and New York 
night spots looking for news; 
now it comes to him. His head- 
quarters is a table in the Stork 
club. With police permission, he 
has a car equipped with short 
wave radio receiver, red lights 
and a siren. 

Winchell developed an interest 
in politics in 1930, first attacked 
Hitler in his columh in 1932 and 
since then has never hesitated to 
expose unsavory deals or incom- 
petent officials. Divorced from 
Rita Greene, a former vaudeville 
partner, Winchell was married to 
June Magee in 1923, and has a 
son and daughter, Walter and 
Walda.

R. LEO C. ROSTEN, author, 
scholar, screen writer, es- 
sayist, social scientist, lecturer, 
authority on the motion picture 
industry, member of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s administrative 
staff and recent adviser to the 
U. S. Army in the capacity of 
top-ranking expert for the Infor- 
mation and Education Branch in 
the European Theatre, has re- 
turned to Hollywood after a 
lengthy tour of the war fronts, 
following the formulation of an 
orientation program for the mil- 
lions of men still members of the 
nation’s fighting forces. 


And is he glad to be home! 
He is glad because not only will 
he be able to resume a peaceful 
home life once again with his 
charming wife and two chil- 
dren, but because he will again 
have the opportunity to take up 
his pen and write several nov- 
els, a few screenplays, a book 
or two on some important prob- 
lem of society sandwiched in 

* between a number of plays des- 
tined for Broadway production 
in the near future. 


To some readers, perhaps, the 
name of Leo C. Rosten may not 
have a familiar ring. But if I 
were to point out that he is the 
author of ‘The Education of Hy- 
man Kaplan,” I am certain he will 
be remembered. Who in America 
hasn’t laughed at Mr. Kaplan’s 
adventures while undergoing the 
study of the English language? 
That book was written under the 
pen name of Leonard Q. Ross. 


Leo was in Washington at the 
time working as advisor to the 
Office of War Information, and 
collecting material for “The 
Washington Correspondents,” 
finished simultaneously with 
“The Education of Hyman Kap- 
lan.” Being in need of money 
at the time, Leo decided to earn 
a few dollars on the side by 
writing a story or two for the 
New Yorker concerning the ad- 
ventures of a fictitious Mr. Kap- 
lan, a composite of his former 
night school students. 


Inasmuch as Dr. Rosten had an 
important position at the time, 
and since he intended to return 
to the University of Chicago in a 
professorial capacity, author Leo- 
nard Q. Ross was born. The one 
magazine story proved to be such 
a terrific hit and so much fan 
mail was received by the publish- 
ers begging for more of the au- 
thor’s work that he was urged 
to expand the idea into a series 
of fifteen stories. Following this, 
Mr. Kaplan became a book, 


Following the publication of 
this best-seller, came two other 
hits, “The Strangest Places,” a 
collection of short stories, and 
“The Washington Correspond- 


ents.” A few years later there 
came, at last, the greatest and 
most scholarly and authorita- 
tive work on Hollywood ever 
undertaken, titled, “Hollywood 
—the Movie Colony, the Movie 
Makers.” 


Leo sat down and put Holly. 
wood under the “microscopes of 
social science.” With the knowl. 
edge obtained in three years of 
first-hand work, he wrote the 
book—slowly, carefully. The vol- 
ume proved to be one of the most 
extraordinary pieces of significant 
social research in the history of 
book publishing. A tremendous 
success, it was accepted by crit- 
ics and public alike as the first 
great book of its kind. 


* * & 


ORN in Lodz, Poland, and 
brought to America at an 
early age, Leo was reared and 
educated in Chicago. Trained at 
the University of Chicago, after 
receiving his doctor’s degree in 
1930, he went on for further 
study at the London School of 
Economics and Political Science. 


In between work for the Gov- 
ernment, Leo continued to enjoy 
himself at his typewriter during 
spare moments. He wrote sever- 
al successful screen stories, 
among which were “All Through 
the Night,” made by Warner 
Bros., starring Humphrey Bogart; 
“They Got Me Covered,” produced 
by Samuel Goldwyn and starring 
Bob Hope and Dorothy Lamour; 
“The Conspirators,” Hedy La- 
marr-Paul Henreid starrer pro- 
duced by Warner Bros.; and his 
most recent brainchild for the 
screen, “The Dark Corner,” being 
filmed at the moment at 20th 
Century-Fox studios. 


And so, now that he has re- 
turned to the city of glitter and 
glamour, Hollywood has _ wel- 
comed Dr. Leo C. Rosten back 
with all the gay warmth of its 
technicolor musicals, for all 
filmdom is proud of the tre- 
mendous job he has done for 
our country as well as for the 
industry. And yet, although he 
is at home, life and the world 
and the agonies of humanity 
are still a source of much brow- 
wrinkling for him, and not a 
little meditative pain. But back 
of it all, one can vaguely hear 
a tune singing in his heart, for 
he loves to cope with the prob- 
lems of the human mind, the 
society in which he lives, the 
world into which he was born.

“Vl never forget that stunt,” Rosee reminisced with a 
‘chuckle. “It was a dreary winter day. The snow had fallen 
the previous day and all night when I set out to travel to Beacon. 
My idea was to bring all the boxing writers, upstate to meet 





Bettina’s townfolks, but the weather was so bad I couldn’t get 
the scribes out of their comfortable beds.” 

“Finally old Ed Van Every of the Sun consented to go. You 
can always count on Ed. And then Lester Rodney of the Daily 
Worker said he would go, too. I dug up several Broadway actors 
and away we went. The hams were to portray the other leading 
boxing writers.. My big fear was that they would vie with each other 
and overact.”

Generally speaking he turns over each bid of 
a publicity nature to established publicists. Occasionally he takes 
a brief flyer in outside public relations work provided it doesn’t 
interfere with his fight work.

The point in Rabbi Harry Ess- 
rig’s recent letter, that The Post, 
along with the other papers in 
the Anglo-Jewish field, was not 
presenting background and fac- 
tual information in current prob- 
Jems which although not specifi- 
cally Jewish are certainly as im- 
portant to the welfare of the 
Jewish group as many of the 
problems which are covered thor- 
oughly, is unquestionably true. 
Rabbi Essrig was referring spe- 
cifically to the strike situation, 
in which the Jewish group has 
a stake from more than one 
viewpoint. For if prolonged 
strikes mean a depression then 
the Jew is more than likely to 
be singled out as the scapegoat, 
and conversely if the union 
movement is broken and reac- 
tionaries take over, then the 
same end result will happen. 

This being so, then Rabbi Ess- 
rig’s suggestion should be taken 
seriously by my colleagues, and 
by the Jewish press associations 
who are in a better position to 
provide balanced and _ interpre- 
tive articles than are the local 
Anglo-Jewish papers. The Jewish 
group needs, this type of educa- 
tion just as sorely as does any 
other part of the population, and 
to ascribe to Jewish people any 
more immunity to propaganda 
than any other group, is not fac- 
tual. Jewish merchants and _ in- 
dustrialists are most likely to 
side with the economic class in 
which they find themselves, just 
as are Jewish intellectuals and 
laborers. 

It should be pointed out here 
that the same task devolves on 
the other sources of instruction 
in the Jewish group, such as the 
pulpit, the Jewish magazines and 
the Jewish platform, none of 
which, excepting perhaps the last 
has any more defense in this 
ease than the Anglo-Jewish 
press. 

While on the subject, The Post 
has been criticized because of the 
anti-Soviet reviews by Rabbi 
Theodore Lewis. The charge is 
made that the paper is lending 
itself to reactionary propaganda. 
But since Rabbi Lewis is a man 
of integrity and wide knowledge, 
this paper certainly will give 
him the right to express his 
views, whether or not, as often 
in the case of Al Segal, they 
clash with those of the editor.

The Post has tried to look with 
disinterest on the repeated oc- 
casions when other Anglo-Jewish 
papers and other organs circu- 
lated among Jewish groups, re- 
print material from its columns 
without even so much as men- 
tioning The Post. 

But the most recent attempt 
indicates that there is almost no 
end to which some publications 
will go to refuse to give credit 
on material they steal from other 
papers. The straw that broke the

camel’s back is the theft of a 
letter addressed to this paper by 
Rabbi Philip Bernstein about 
Rabbi Berger. The offending pub- 
lication changed the line “Editor, 
The Jewish Post” to “To The Ed- 
itor,” and reprinted the letter 
just as if it has been sent by 
Rabbi Bernstein to them, and 
they had not clipped it from our 
columns. 

There is a very easy method 
and one practiced by most ethical 
papers when they reprint. The 
Jewish Post often reprints, and is 
glad to be able to give proper 
credit by inserting the phrase, 
“according to the Jewish this or 
Jewish that, of this city or that 
city.” Hardly a week goes by but 
that we credit some one or other 
paper in the field in this manner. 

Just to show you the ends to 
which some publications (and 
synagogue bulletins are no ex- 
ception in this matter either) 
will go, often an article credited 
by us in just such a manner will 
be lifted from The Post and used 
and neither the name of The Post 
nor of the paper the Post credit- 
ed will be used. 

This depravity is one with the 
vicious system of “canned edi- 
torials,’ which more than any 
one other factor, deprives the 
Anglo-Jewish press of the pres- 
tige it deserves. 

The Post has often railled 
against this type of dishonesty 
which parades as the words and 
views of the local editor, under 
the editor’s name in the mast- 
head, an editorial written in the 
office of a New York Jewish syn- 
dicate for distribution to mem- 
ber papers. Of course most pa- 
pers won’t have anything to do 
with this sort of intellectual dis- 
honesty, but several of the larg- 
er papers, continue the practice 
blithely. 

In matters of the trees and 
spring, and congratulations and 
anniversaries, there is no real 
harm done, but when canned 
editorials on controversial mat- 
ters are used then the American 
Jewish community is being sore- 
ly misused, and by papers who at 
present are asking that commun: 
ity for a $100,000 subvention to 


improve the Anglo-Jewish press. —

The San Francisco Story 


F JHE remarkable thing about the incident 

which has enraged as well as baffled the 
Zionist groups in San Francisco, is not that it 
finally happened, but that it did not happen 
time and again in many another community, 
for in the last analysis the incident is a symp- 
tom of the lack of discipline in the Jewish 
group. 

The situation in San Francisco, although 
peculiar to that city, one of the last remaining 
anti-Zionist strongholds, is not unfamiliar to 
many another community where the old en- 
trenched organization which has done very 
creditable work either refuses to yield control 
to a more democratic body elected from the 
community at large or to amend its own con- 
situation to make possible fairer representation. 
The evolutionary process which has _trans- 
pired in most communities where the commun- 
ity council replaces the welfare fund or federa- 
tion or has seen the welfare fund or federation 
gradually change itself into a body responsive 
to the will of the community, has for some local 
reason or other never materialized in San 
Francisco. 

But what happened in San Francisco must 
have been considered by groups in many cities 
who have felt that the Zionists were arrogating 


to themselves the right to speak for the Amer. 
ican community. So that in their action, of 
which this paper disapproves, the Survey Com. 
mittee were merely doing what the Zionists 
have done time and again. 

The question is not so much one of right 
and wrong as it is that of ‘‘derech eretz,” the 
proper procedure. The Zionists are outraged, 
just as were the Zionist group when Lessing 
Rosenwald presented his testimony from time 
to time in Washington. 


The anti-Zionists seem inevitably to pick the 
worst battlefields on which to fight. Many non- 
Zionists, who often can be found defending the 
anti-Zionists, will resent this “giving comfort 
to the enemy” by the Survey Committee. Inept 
would be a mild word to describe the poor taste 
of the Survey Committee in this instance. Had 
the apology been sent to the daily papers in- 
stead of the British Consul, the Zionists would 
have been no less aroused, but at least the 
Survey Committee would have been in a more 
respectable position. 


The action of the Survey Committee will 
probably hasten the denouncement, which if it 
follows the pattern set in other places will see 
the Survey Committee either replaced or grad- 
ually losing its position. 


Why Weizmann’s Stand Not Acceptable 


D* CHAIM WEIZMANN’S testimony before 
the Anglo-American Inquiry Commis- 
sion, when considered in relationship to the 
Biltmore Program, and the program of the 
American Zionist Organization rearranges in 
entirety the whole world Zionist set-up. 

Weizmann’s program of a Jewish State when, 
and unlimited immigration now, is so close to 
that of the American Jewish Committee, that 
unquestionably an agreement could be reached 
between the two at any time. Or for instance, 
Dr. Julian Morgenstern’s statement that he 
does not fear a Jewish state, would be tanta- 
mount, were it repeated this week, to agree- 
ment with Weizmann’s stand. 

On the other hand, Rabbi Silver, and the 
Zionist Organization of America, are unalter- 
ably opposed to any delay in the granting of 
a State now. This position is farther from that 
of Dr. Weizmann than is that of the American 
Jewish Committee almost. 

Unquestionably Weizmann’s testimony and 
his position made a significant impression on 
the members of the Commission. Weizmann’s 
position answers the fears of some of the mem- 
bers of the Commission who interpret repeated 


demand for a Jewish state as another form of 
outmoded nationalism. 


That Weizmann’s leadership has led from 
one defeat to another for Zionism is obvious, 
although it can be argued that the Jewish 
situation then and now was merely a side- 
issue in the struggle of the major powers for 
control, and that Weizmann or any other lead- 
ers would have suffered the same defeats. 


Weizmann’s stand would be thoroughly ac- 
ceptable to The Post in a world where justice 
is a yracticed precept, but in view of the real- 
istic struggie now going on tor dominance, The 
Post can find Weizmann’s testimony admis- 
sable only from a diplomatic standpoint. On 
other grounds despite the fact that his testi- 
mony will be acclaimed even in most Jewish 
and Zionist circles, The Post will have to take 
exception. The world is no debating society as 
the 6 million Jewish dead will indicate, and 
since the Inquiry Committee is bound to try to 
reach a compromise agreement, The Post 
would prefer that the concessions to the Arabs 
be made with the Biltmore program as a start- 
ing point rather than Weizmann’s stand. 


What The Conclusion Against The J.W.V. Means 


HE conclusions reached by a veteran-chap- 
lain meeting of the Reconstructionist 
Foundation, that Jewish veterans should not 
join any specific Jewish war veterans group, 
obviously is aimed at the Jewish War Veter- 
ans of America, and will come as a bombshell 
to that organization and to most of the organ- 
ized American Jewish community. 

In weighing this conclusion two things should 
be taken into consideration however. The first 
is that the Reconstructionionist Foundation 
merely sponsored the meeting, that there was 
no organized action taken, and that the Foun- 
dation so far has tended to fill a place of ex- 
ploratory thinking on problems of Judaism and 
the American Jewish Community. 

The second point is that the meeting evi-

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ATLANTA READER SAYS ALPERT ATTACK 


ON LOWENTHAL NOT FAIR OR HONEST 


Editor, The Jewish Post 

I read with amazement Mr. 
Alpert’s column entitled “Be 
More Careful, Mr. Lowenthal,” in 
your issue of Feb. 15. Having 
been present at the Jacksonville 
meeting addressed by Mr. Lowen- 
thal I can say that in his article 
on this meeting, and in his re- 
flections on Mr. Lowenthal, Mr. 
Alpert impugns his own honesty 
as a reporter, and, what is vastly 
worse, slanders the intellectual 
integrity and moral courage of 
every Zionist. 

First, as to the honesty of Mr. 
Alpert’s reporting: Mr. Lowen- 
thal in his address did not deal 
“in large measure” with the 
opening of the Hebrew Univer: 
sity. For almost an hour he an- 
alyzed the array of forces against 
which we Zionists must contend 
and then the assets which we 
possess in the fight we now must 
wage. His conclusion was a rea- 
soned and eloquent appeal to 
courage and determination on 
the part of every American Jew, 
in order that the resistance hero- 
ically carried on in Palestine 
shall not prove futile and that 
the final victory be achieved. In 
Mr. Alpert’s judgment, such an 
analysis and appeal may be “i 
nocuous.” To the audience it was 
both illuminating and _ stirring, 
and I hope that many other Jew- 
ish audiences may be privileged 
to hear it. 

In the course of his address, 
Mr. Lowenthal did not devote 
“ten minutes,” or, indeed, one 
single minute to the Jewish Com- 
monwealth, as Mr. Alpert. would 
mislead your readers to believe. 
He did not so much as mention 
the matter. When the address 
was over, in the course of the 
question period, someone in the 


' audience brought up the subject 


of the Commonwealth and it na- 
ture. In reply, Mr. Lowenthal 
pointed out that, due to the high 
Arab birth rate and Hitler’s ex- 
termination of European Jewry, 
the Arabs are bound to be, at the 
least, a very large minority in 
Palestine, and that the Jews are 
bound to be, even at most, a com- 
paratively small majority. All 
Zionists, he said, agree on what 
we want and need: in the first 
place, a land of our own, in 
which we have control of our 
own destiny; and, secondly, a 
Jewish homeland by which the 
Jewish people could be repre- 
sented in the United Nations Or- 
ganization. This being the con- 
dition in Palestine and these be- 
ing our aims, Mr. Lowenthal then 
enumerated the various possibil- 
ities before us—among them, on 
the suggestion of Mr. Mortimer 
May, member of the Executive 
Committee of the Z. O. A., the 
possibility of a large number of 
Arabs being induced to move out 
of Palestine. Concluding his dis- 
cussion, Mr. Lowenthal urged 
that all Zionists give earnest 
thought to the problem—not the 
problem of what we want and 
need, on which we all agree, but 


- on how we foresee and plan its 


attainment. 

Speaking for myself—and no 
doubt Mr. Lowenthal would 
agree with me—I think that the 
final solution lies in the events 
to come, in the desires of the 
Yishuv itself, and in the de- 
cisions of the World Zionist Ex- 
ecutive. But surely it is essential 
for all of us to understand and 
tackle the’ problem. 

Now for Mr. Alpert’s attack on 
the courage and integrity of all 
Zionists. He implied that Mr. 
Lowenthal was invited to speak 
before Zionists “under false pre- 


tenses.” I should hate to think 
this was true. Zionists do not ask 
Mr. Lowenthal to address them 
because they think he is a rubber- 
stamp, a time-server, or a pur- 
veyor of banalities; for that 
would truly be asking him “un- 
der false pretenses.” I believe 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, as well as its districts, 
gladly invite Mr. Lowenthal to 
speak before them because they 
know that on his record as a his- 
torian and life-long Zionist, he 
is an honest, fearless, informed 
and clear-headed thinker, and a 
speaker able to convey forcibly 
what he thinks and feels. Zion- 
ists know—or should know if 
they read his writings—that in 
1923, ten years before the Hitler 
regime, he predicted the downfall 
of the German Republic and the 
elimination of Jews from Ger- 
man life; that in 1935 he fore- 
told that German anti-Semitism 
would bring on another World 
War; that for years before the 
catastrophe occurred, he _ told 
American audiences that the 
Nazis intended to exterminate 
European Jewry; that for years, 
speaking before non-Jewish and 
non-Zionist audiences, and on 
non-Zionist causes, he had urged 
the paramount importance of 
Zionism in the destiny of the 
Jews; that two years ago he 
warned the Zionists it was futile 
to base their hopes on any one 
or two world statesmen; that at 
present, wherever he speaks, he 
pleads the necessity of basing 
our hope on an appeal to the 
American and British people, in 
the conviction that public opin- 
ion finally rules in democratic 
life. To link such a man with 
Lessing Rosenwald, Pegler, and 
O’Donnell is to insult the intelli- 
gence of the Zionist world. 


Zionists are people of moral 
courage and mental honesty. 
They are not afraid to be told 
that Arabs produce more chil- 
dren than the Jews, and that Hit- 
lar has killed more Jews than 
can be replaced for a very long 
while to come. They are not 
“horrified” to be told that the 
detailed ways and means, there- 
fore, of securing our essential 
aims—a Jewish Commonwealth 


BELIEVES SIDE OF ADL IN CHICAGO CASE

I am not even 
qualified or ready to pass on the 
question of whether the stand 
of the A. D. L. or Ira Latimer 
was right. 

It is worth noting that the 
Chicago newspaper editorials 
were not generally favorable to 
the mass picketing, that both 
Smith. and Father Terminiello 
considered the meeting a great 
success, and that after the meet- 
ing many of the organizations 
regretted the mass _ picketing. 
More important than that, it 
seems to me (at least it was what 
urged me to write this letter) is 
the fact that it seems very unfair 
to pass off the A. D. L. stand in 
this instance as merely another 
evidence of the so called “shah 
shah policy” but that it was a 
stand on a particular problem 
backed by reasons derived 
through years of experience and 
meriting serious consideration by 
all concerned.

us, the settling of the Palestine 
question.

world prosperity. England has 
no American dollars by which 
she can join in on such a scheme 
now and will have to resort to 
pre-war practices if we turn her 
down. Let us be practical and not 
emotional. Let us not oppose the 
loan but instead devote our en- 
ergies to bringing about the set- 
tlement of the Palestine ques- 
tion.

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RABBI BELIEVES HOLMES SERMON 
CHRISTIAN PROPAGANDA TO JEWS 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

At the request of my assistant 
you recently sent us a batch of 
reprints of Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes’ sermon, “Christianity’s 
Debt to Judaism.” I read the 
sermon through for the first time 
and became convinced that you 
are making a serious mistake in 
spreading this sermon among our 
own people. It is a beautiful ser- 
mon for a Christian congregation. 
Would there were more Christian 
ministers of courage to speak 
thus to their own people! (Un- 
fortunately, many liberal minis- 
ters speak in this manner only 
when addressing Jewish groups.) 

When addressed to Jews, such 
a sermon becomes. witting or un- 
witting, propaganda for Chris- 
tianity. Let us examine some of 
the thoughts expressed in the ser- 
mon. 

Of the New Testament, Dr. 
Holmes says that it “remains to 
this day the greatest spiritual in- 
fluence in human history,” and 
adds that it is “saturated with 
the Jewish spirit and ideals.” Jews 
cannot accept the statement that 
the New Testament is the great- 
est single spiritual influence in 
human history; we reserve that 
position for the Old Testament. 
If we agreed that the New Testa- 
ment is the greatest spiritual in- 
fluence, there would be no course 
left to us but to accept it. And 
we feel that while the New Tes- 


tament contains some Jewish 
ideas, it is not saturated with the 
Jewish spirit and ideals. It was 


written by Jews who belonged to 
the Essenes and similar sects on 
the fringe of Judaism, who were 
ready candidates for conversion 
to the many new religions of that 
restless period. 

Further he says, “It is only an 
accident that it did not remain 
in the end what it was in the 
beginning, a part and parcel of 
the Jewish world.” If it was only 
through a historical accident that 
we failed to accept it, why not 
correct it today? 


Of Jesus, Dr. Holmes says that 
“His rightful place in history is 
that of the last and greatest of 
Jewish prophets.” To us he is not 
only not the greatest prophet but 
is not even included among the 
category of prophets. I do not 
blame Dr. Holmes for speaking 


thus to his people; he would be 
faithless to his charge if he did 
not. I blame Jewish agencies for 
helping to spread such material 
among Jews. 

Dr. Holmes finds it difficult to 
explain away the deliberate 
breach of one of the Command- 
ments in changing the Sabbath 
from the seventh day to the first; 
but he dismisses the matter with 
the categorical statement, “this 
detail is unimportant.” Unimpor- 
tant.” Unimportant? To us it is 
very important. We oppose any 
effort to change the calendar by 
the insertion of free days just 
because that might cause confu- 
sion as to which is the seventh 
day of the week. Yet a Jew read- 
ing the sermon might ask him- 
self: “If the change of the Sab- 
bath day is unimportant, then 
why struggle to observe the Sab- 
bath on the most difficult day of 
the week? Why not change to 
Sunday?” 

The Sermon on the Mount, Dr. 
Holmes regards as an “obvious 
protest against and correction of 
the Jewish law of retaliation — 
an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth.” We are tired of re- 
peating that Judaism has never 
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interpreted this passage literally; 
but the words in the mouth of a 
liberal pastor might leave the im- 
pression in the mind of the Jew- 
ish reader that the New Testa- 
ment is on an ethically higher 
plane than the Old. 

“Jesus,” says Dr. Holmes, 
“found the people beset and _ be- 
trayed by all kinds of rules and 
regulations, the minutiae of law 
and rite which were killing out 
the simple practices of righteous- 
ness and truth.” What is a Jew 
to conclude from these words? 
That to observe the detailed laws 
of Sabbath and Passover and 
Kashruth are a betrayal of Juda- 
ism? 

Finally, we read towards the 
end, “In both branches of the sev- 
ered family (that is, Christian and 
Jewish world) there rests the ob- 
ligation to shake off separatism 
and end isolation.” Christians can 
afford to do this, as the preacher 
himself indicates that they pos- 
sess numbers and power; but for 
Jews and similar minorities to 
throw off the protecting cloak 
of separatism is to woo assimila- 
tion. 

Let liberal men like Dr. Holmes 
continue to preach such effective 
sermons in their churches; but 
let Jewish agencies refrain from 
converting such fine efforts into 
propaganda for the Church by 
placing them into the hands of 
Jews.

Says Smolar Errs 


In Recommending Book 
Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Mr. Boris Smolar errs gravely 
in recommending to your read- 
ers Mr. Bertrand Russell’s new 
“History of Western Philosophy.” 
Far from being the defense of 
Jewish thought Mr. Smolar con- 
siders it, the book is with refer- 
ence to Jewish doctrines an 
amazing compilation of misinter- 
pretations and canards. 

Mr. Smolar should know that 
in a single chapter Russell per- 
petrates these calumnies of Ju- 
daism: Our religion embraces a 
“revenge psychology.” Our whole 
early history is inseparable from 
legend. Our prophets’ were 
“fiercely nationalistic” and longed 
for the day when “the Lord 
would utterly destroy the gen- 
tiles.” Judas Maccabeus circum- 
cised his enemies by force and 
the Maccabean war was waged 
“in defense of things that do not 
strike us as important.” All Jews 
are rigidly conservative except 
the great radical Paul. The con- 
tributions of our “race” ceased 
after the Middle Ages, 

Mr. Smolar is right in thinking 
that Russell does not prefer 
Christianity to Judaism. But his 
Volterian skepticism does not 
ameliorate his patent anti-Semi- 
tism. Russel is a skeptic, a lib- 
eral, and a scholar. Jews should 
remember that even skeptics, lib- 
erals and scholars are not im- 
mune to anti-Jewish prejudice.

Chapman has announced. 

Jews from Spain, Portugal, 
Holland and the West Indies set- 
tled in Newport as early as 1658. 
Dedicated in 1763, the synagogue 
has served as a place of worship 
for the Jewish congregation of 
Newport for almost 200 years. 
Before they were able to build a 
temple the early settlers held re- 
ligious services in their homes. 

Ownership of the synagogue 
will remain unchanged, the De- 
partment announced, but the Na- 
tional Park Service will provide 
professional assistance in caring 
for the historic site and in inter- 
preting it to the public.

ROME—Pope Pius XII held a 


thirty-minute audience last week 
with Rabbi Isaac Halevi Herzog, 
Chief Rabbi of Palestine. 

Rabbi Herzog, who is now tour- 
ing the desolated Jewish com- 
munities in Europe, flew to Rome 
from Eritrea, where he inspect- 
ed conditions of British intern- 
ment camps holding Jewish de- 
portees from Palestine. 

Dr. Herzog disclosed that he 
had discussed with the Pontiff 
world religious problems and 
that he had requested the Pope 
to aid Jewish children now re- 
turned to Jewish communities af- 
ter having been sheltered by 
Catholics from German persecu- 
tion during the war in Poland, 
Belgium and France. He said 
Jewish communities were plan- 
ning to construct special homes 
for the children with money con- 
tributed by Jews in the United 
States for orphaned Jewish chil- 
dren in Europe.

Poles Drag Jews From Train, 
Kill 30 In Past Weeks 

In these two weeks, 30 Jews 
have been killed or wounded in 
Poland, cables the Journal man. 
Jews are dragged from trains. 
Both individuals and groups are 
attacked. 

F. Rubin (Day) writes that 
Warsaw’s 4,000 Jews can call 
meetings only in the afternoon; 
for in the evening they are not 
safe on the streets. 
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ALMAN Grinberg, President of the Displaced Jews in the Ameri- 
7 can Zone in Germany and their emissary to the American Jew- 
ish Conference, arrived here in time for the Conference and is due 
to leave today, Monday March 11. I saw him a few times, in Cleve- 
land and in New York. I watched him as he addressed the Confer- 
ence, fresh from his flight from Europe; later, in New York, when 
he spoke before a gathering of Jewish writers, and in private con- 
versations. 

There are two Zalman Grinbergs: one, with the unusually charm- 
ing smile, the other with a wild, faraway look in his eyes. I saw 
that smile for the first time when he greeted Major Fleischmann in 
Cleveland, after several weeks’ separation. I saw it on the picture 
in last Sunday’s Forward where Grinberg is photographed shaking 
hands with Mayor O’Dwyer on the steps on the City Hall. 

I saw that wild faraway look when he finished addressing the 
Jewish writers, telling them about the horrors he had lived through 
and here and there whenever a remark was made by him or by 
others in private conversation which recalled those horrors or which 
brought some mental association with them. That association need 
not be a direct reference to the past six years but merely something 
even in the way of a contrast—like the life of the Jews in America. 

* * Pd 

THE CHARMING SMILE is Grinberg’s. The look of horror is 
the result of the past six years. No matter how much you blame 
Hitler, none of us can escape the sense of guilt for it, just as Grin- 
berg himself and all sensitive survivors seem to have a sense of 
guilt towards the dead for the mere fact of their own survival. He 
told us at the writer’s gathering that he had that feeling. Other 
surviving writers or leaders have said the same thing. 

I, myself, could not escape a sense of guilt towards Grinberg 
just as he could not help feeling guilty towards the dead. Grinberg 
is a physician. Before Hitler invaded Lithuania, he was the head 
of the x-ray department of the Kaunas (Kovno) University. He 
studied mostly in Germany and in Austria. 

One of the surviving Jewish physicians told Grinberg he was 
haunted by a sense of guilt on account of fifty sick Jews who were 
led out to slaughter by the Nazis. Time and again he was asked 
by the camp commander to give him a list of twenty sick Jews. 
Knowing what that meant, the physician, Grinberg’s colleague, in- 
sisted there was no sick Jews in his section. Finally, the officer 
came in and found fifty Jews in bed. He beat up the physician and 
took the fifty patients away. The physician still feels that if not 
for his stubbornness, thirty of the fifty might have been saved. 

* * * 

HE TOLD US of former teachers who spent their free hours 
dreaming of the delights of soup made out of potato peels. He told 
us of the same men already knowing that they were earmarked for 
the gas chambers, hoping that at least once before their death they 
would taste potato peel soup. And just a pinch of salt would make 
it heavenly. But the same men who dreamt of potato soup and who 
scrambled for it among themselves, had become insensible to the 
most excruciating pain. 

He told us of an eighteen year old boy wounded by a bomb, 
whose arm was hanging by a thread of skin, rushing for the soup 
when it was brought in and not even noticing that he had dropped 
his whole arm. Protracted hunger made them loose all sense of 
pain. Men became beasts. But somehow the Jews were less demor- 
alized than the non-Jews. Among non-Jewish political prisoners 
Grinberg saw one man eat the warm flesh of his dead comrade and 
another man stab his comrade for a morsel of bread. But he also 
saw a stronger Jew help along a weaker one so that he might not 
be taken out and shot as an unfit. 

* * * 

IN CLEVELAND, except for some remarks he made in Yiddish, 
Grinberg spoke with reserve, as if he felt it was not becoming of 
the official position he held and of the gathering he addressed, to 
go into details of the horrors at the concentration camp. In New 
York, at the writers’ gathering and in Cincinnati, at the Biennial 
Convention of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, he 
recited some details. Not many, but they were blood curdling. In 
New York he said he felt as if he had no right to forget, that it was 
selfish to forget the horrors, that to keep the memory of those 
horrors akive was a duty towards the dead. 

I am afraid some people thought he did not appreciate the value 
of publicity in this country or he would have made better use of 
what he had to tell. But he recoiled from the sensationalism and 
raucousness of Jewish public life in this country. 

“When I first saw before me the large gathering of well-fed, 
well-dressed healthy Jews in Cleveland” he told the Jewish writers, 
“T felt like crying out to them, ‘Save yourselves, quick! because I 
recalled similar sights in Europe of six years ago.” 

* + “ 

AFTER THE MEETING with the writers, a few of us went 
down to have a cup of coffee—Meir Grossman, Jacob Fishman, Trude 
Rosmarin, Zalman Grinberg and myself. For some time he con- 
versed with Mrs. Rosmarin in German, recalling things and people 
in Frankfurt. Then he talked to Grossman and myself in Yiddish. 
When he discovered that I knew Hebrew, he suggested that we 
speak in Hebrew. 

His Hebrew is very good. He remarked to me, “My Yiddish 
isn’t quite’ smooth, is it?” I told him it was Germanized. He ex- 
plained that he had spent many years in Germany. After that I 
could not shake off a feeling of guilt for having in any way brought 
to his attention that there was anything wrong with anything he 
did: if he had spent the past six years in America cultivating his 
Yiddish and his English, he would have mastered them pretty well. 
But he spent those years starving, being beaten, watching people 
starved, beaten, kicked in the stomach before they died of sheer ex- 
haustion, gassed, worrying about his wife and child from whom he 
was separated.

NOW HE WAS WELL DRESSED. in American clothes, and, at 

times, wearing an unusually charming smile. But now and then 


he seems to recall that only ten months ago he did not wear such 
clothes and was not free and did not expect to live, but wore striped 
prison clothes and was a slave awaiting his death. And then the 











This Week in Jewish History 





XECUTION of Vincent Fett- 
milch, self-styled Haman of 
Frankfort. Fettmilch, who was a 
fanatical demagogue, had demand- 
ed, unsuccessfully, from the local 
authorities, that they expell the 
Jews from Frankfort. 
He finally took the law 
into his own hands, as- 
sisted by a _ vicious 
mob, invaded the Jewish quarter 
in the summer of 1614. The Jews 
sent their children and aged to 
the cemetery which was at the 
end of the quarter and then took 
up arms. Two Jews and one 
Christian were killed and a num- 
ber of persons on both sides were 
injured in the pitched battle which 
followed. Finally the Jews, whose 
homes were now ransacked, were 
forced to leave the city. Fettmilch 
now took control of the city, but 
the emperor finally issued orders 
for his arrest. Fettmilch was final- 
ly captured and on March 10, 
1616, he was hanged like his Bib- 
lical predecessor, Haman. ‘The 
Jews returned to Frankfort under 
the new decree issued on Jan. 3, 
1617. Since then they have been 
observing a local Purim on Adar 
20, known as Purim Wintz, which 
is another name for Vincent Fett- 
milch.

Emancipation for Jews In Prus- 
sia. Hardenberg, who was the 
liberal minister of Prussia, sought 
for a long time to win civil rights 
for Jews. However, Frederick Wil- 
liam II refused to listen. When 
Queen Louise died the 
Berlin Jewish Commu- 
nity displayed a sin- 
cere expressionof 
mourning. This, it was said, was 
responsible for the decree on 
March 11, 1812, giving them civil 
liberty, allowing them to enter 
the armed service and to accept 
appointments as professors in the 
higher institutions of learning. 
They were, however, still kept 
out of the civil service.

the ice in a body of water near 
Vienna, the Jews were 
immediately accused 
of committing a ritual 
murder inasmuch as 
the accident occurred just before 
the Passover festival. In addition 
the Jews were accused of having 
bribed the caretaker of one of the 
churches to secretly hand over 
some of the sacred vessels of 
the church for profanation -.Arch- 
duke Albert issued orders to ar- 
rest all the Jews in the realm on 
one day. Many were expelled, 
others were imprisoned and some 
accepted baptism to save their 
lives. Others committed suicide, 
but most of them remained faith- 
ful to Judaism. On March 12, 
1421, all these faithful were 
burned alive. The massacre in Vi- 
enna was followed by the expul- 
sion of the Jews from the rest 
of the country. The “Wiener Ge- 
zeirah” was the most tragic event 
in the history of Austrian Jewry 
until the rise of Hitler.

I am sure that back in Munich, now, in the midst of his many 
duties as leader and as physician, he smiles happily more often 
than he looks with that horror in his eyes. I am sure he will smile 
in Palestine when he gets there. But he smiled little on his trip 
here. Everything here reminded him by contrast, by comparison or 
in other ways, of the horrors he had gone through. He has set his 
mind on one goal—Palestine. The very thought that some Jews 
could think of any other place as a normal place to live in is dis- 
turbing to him. America calls forth that look in his eyes.

I SAW HIM on Friday afternoon, when he received people. In 
the office of the American Jewish Conference there were many 
people waiting to see Grinberg, to inquire about their relatives in 
the D.P, camps, to send them money or packages. There were no 
smiles on the faces of the people who waited in the office of the 
American Jewish Conference. Grinberg himself looked weary and 
haggard. This short trip to America, with visits in Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, New York, Washington and meetings, meetings, meetings— 
that was a bit too much. He remarked that American Jewry seemed 
tc be over-organized: “they keep on dragging me to various organ- 
izations, they can’t get together to hear me, they seem to be jealous 
of each other.” 

“What is your impression of American Jews” I asked him. 
“It is a galuth” (exile, homelessness) he said, “a clean galuth, a 
well-fed galuth, a prosperous galuth, but a galuth. I could see the 
difference in Europe. When you meet an officer of the Jewish 
brigade, you meet a man who exudes a sense of freedom for twenty 
yards around him. But not when you meet a Jewish officer in the 
American army.”

AT THE WRITERS’ MEETING, on Thursday, Feb. 28, he told 
us the only bright moment in the lives of the so-called “liberated” 
Jews was when the boys of the Jewish Brigade drove in their trucks, 
wearing their magen davids, with their arms and supplies—and with 
their spirit. 

That day, Thursday, Feb. 28, at noon, there was a luncheon 
given by the Joint Distribution Committee to the press. H. M, 
Caiserman, General Secretary of the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
who had spent several weeks in Poland, told us what he had seen in 
that country.
